If platforms have any weight or sig- 
nificance, a thing we very much doubt, 
Governor Bradley openly and notori- 
ously violates his pledge to the people 
in aspiring to a third term and nomina- 
tion.

Outrage in Stockton. 


A Stoch ton di patch of the 15th 
inst. gives tue following particulars 
of a recent outrage committed at that 
place: 

A week ago two young fellows, one 
a Mexican and the other a white boy, 
well connected in the neighborhood 01 
French Camp, about five miles from 
this city, committed an outrage upon 
an unoffending Chinaman, who now 
lies in a very critical condition, and 
not expected to recover from the in- 
jury received at their hands. These 
boys have been accustomed to collec: 
toll from defenseless Chinamen pass- 
ing a certain road, and on Monday last 
they stopped this Chinaman for tha 
purpose. He refused to pay, and they 
resorted to extreme measures. The 
bovs were mounted on horses and car- 
riéd lariats. One of them lussoed the 
Chinamon around the neck, and the 
other about the heels, and dragged 
him about half a mile at a rapid gait, 
the Chinaman tumbling — and 
hounding several feet from the ground. 
Finally they quit their work with the 
remark that Chinese must go.“ 
The boys left the vicinity next morn- 
ing, and as several white persons saw 
the affair, testimony will not be want- 
ing to make a strong case against 
them. The friends of the. white boy 
have made overtures to the Chinaman 
to settle this mattor up without going 
to law, but so far they have been un- 
successful.

The Contract. 
The Workingmen, ut the meeting 
Wednesday night adopted a series of 
resolutions which are pertinent and full 
of meaning, as may be seen from the 
following resolution : ä 


Resolved, That we the Workingmen, 
of Washoe county, do upon our most 
sacred hovor pledge ourselves each to 
the other that we will en masse resist 
the working of Chinamen upon the 
Steamboat Springs canal, peaceably if 
we can, forcibly if we must. The 
caval, if built, must be built by white 
men and colored citizens. 

That relying upon the justice of our 
cause, we ask the sympathy of all the 
workingmen of the State and every 
true lover of popular constitutional 


government. 
The occasion for these strong ex- 


pressions on the part of the working- 
men arose from the letting by the 
Steamboat and Truckee Canal Com- 
pany of a contract toa Chinese com- 
pany of San Francisco, to construct a 
canal or large irrigating ditch which 
will extend from a poiot near Verdi to 
a point near Brown's station on the V. 
& T. R. R. The contract was adver- 
tised for bids from any responsible 
party or company. The lowest bid 
was made, as may be ioferred from 
the above, by a Chinese company, for 
$36,000. Mr. Everett, who put in a 
bid for $36,800, would not agree to 
employ none but white men, and 
therefore the workingmen no longer 
consider his bid. The next lowest 
white man’s bid was something near 
$40,000. The workingmen feel, and 
this feeling is shared very generally by 
our citizens, that an injustice has been 
done to them, since those who let this 
contract are white men, have made 
their money in this county from white 
men, and in their own cless are found 
many honest white men who want 
work and are willing to labor at very 
low wages. Further, they are in 
great need of employment, and are 
residents of this county, where they 
propose to continue to reside and 
spend their money. The ditch trus- 
tees will hold a meeting next Monday 
in this town, at which meeting they 
will hear the committee appointed to 


the workingmen.
